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PEACE 


America Is not lacking in sub¬ 
versive groups. But the three 
most dangerous are the Com¬ 
munists, the Bundists and the 
Nowzers. The Communists are 
plugging night and day for the 
overthrow of our American sys¬ 
tem. The Bundists are propa¬ 
gandizing their nazi philosophy. 
They are both abhorent in 
America. But neither of these 
two groups is as dangerous as 
the Nowzers. 

The Nowzers are those anglo- 
philes led by Dorothy Parker, 
Clarence Streit and others who 
want the United States to move 
into Union Now—that is to 
team up with the British Em¬ 
pire. The Communists and 
Bundists are hunted and prose¬ 
cuted. But the Nowzers man¬ 
aged to have a meeting at which 
Mrs. Roosevelt presided, though 
she may not have realized it 
when she did. 

Dominion Status for U. S. 

Their plan is to have the 
United States become part of a 
British-American empire. This 
means we would become a do¬ 
minion of this expanded empire. 
We would surrender our whole 
control over all our foreign af¬ 
fairs. These and all strictly em¬ 
pire matters would be operated 
by a great empire legislature to 
which we would elect represen¬ 
tatives. 

Without going into all the de¬ 
tails of this plan, it clearly in¬ 
volves a surrender of our repub¬ 
lican independance. The great 
American republic would cease 
to exist. It would sink into the 
fabric of a vast—and disinter¬ 
grating—empire. 

Most Insidious Group 

The most insidious of all these 
subversive groups, therefore, are 
the Nowzers—the Union Now 
crowd. 

The leaders in this movement 
are, of course, among the most 
active and violent of the propa¬ 
gandists to get this country into 
war on the side of the empire 
which they wish to make their 
new country. 


Wheeler Hits 
Opinion Polls 

Denounces Their Use 
To Becloud War Issue 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler of 
Montana charged this week that 
since propaganda and emotional 
appeals have failed to sway the 
American people in their opposi¬ 
tion to war, polls with “trick 
questions” are used to give the 
false impression that the people 
want to enter the conflict 
abroad. 

Senator Wheeler made this 
charge in a nationally broadcast 
address before an America First 
rally sponsored by the Highland 
Park, Ill., chapter. 

War Propaganda Rejected 

“War propaganda of every 
kind has been rejected by the 
overwhelming mass of our 
people,” Mr. Wheeler said. “Emo¬ 
tional appeals have failed. New 
methods to crystallize public 
sentiment have been placed in 
operation. 

“Polls with a reputation for 
accuracy are now being taken in 
such a manner as to obtain the 
result their takers seek. Honest 
methods, the means by which 
their reputation was acquired, 
have been discarded in too many 
instances. 

“Selected classes of American 
people are designated. Trick 
questions are so framed that 
those interviewed are unable to 
express their opinions. Then the 
results are published. The war 
mongers hail them, and we are 
told the people want war.” 

Reads Interviewer’s Letter 

Senator Wheeler read a letter 
from a poll taker for Dr. Gallup 
of the Institute of Public Opin¬ 
ion. This letter said: 

“For my own education I 
signed with the Gallup Poll to 
fill out questionnaires for them. 
It has been educational. Im¬ 
portant questions concerning 
foreign policy are so framed that 
the person interviewed is almost 
forced to give an answer con¬ 
sistent with Roosevelt’s foreign 
policy. I took one question in

“The war party can hardly 4 ' 
ask the people of America to 
take up arms behind the red 
flag of Stalin,” General Wood 
said. “With the ruthless forces 
of dictatorship and aggression 
now clearly aligned on both sides 
the proper course for the United 
States becomes even clearer. 

Must Continue Own Defense 
“We must continue to build 
own defenses and take no 


our 

part in this incongruous Euro¬ 
pean conflict. This latest de¬ 
velopment gives dramatic em¬ 
phasis to the obvious proposition 
that there can never be a place 
for the United Slates in Europe’s 
everlasting strife and its shifting 
alliances and enmities. 

“With Stalin, the mortal enemy 
of the small democracies, now in 
the picture and with Finland' 
fighting on Hitler’s side new 
questions of national policy are 
presented which our government 
must decide at once. 

All-Out For Russia? 

“In the name of the Four Free¬ 
doms are we now to undertake a 
program of all-out aid to Russia? 
Are we to produce in our facto¬ 
ries the guns, planes and tanks 
which will be used against Fin¬ 
land? Are we to continue our aid 
to Britain without some assur¬ 
ance that everything we send 
will not be relayed to Stalin in 
accordance with the Churchill 
'tfve of aid? 

. . jfe we now to welcome Com¬ 
ets to the factories of our 
country? Are we going to close 
the Finnish consulates or are we 
at last to return to a constructive 
program that is essentially and 
traditionally American?” 


War-Making Group 
Changes Its Name 

The New York chapter of the 
Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies is changing its 
name. It is to call itself the 
Committee to Defend America. 
If that is its real aim, America 
First suggests to that committee 
that it disband and its members 
apply for membership in the 
America First Committee. 

We cannot guarantee to that 
committee that all its members 
will be eligible, however. No one 
can join the America First Com¬ 
mittee unless he can truthfully 
say he is not connected with 
Nazism, Communism, Union 
Now, or any other subversive or¬ 
ganization. 

Obviously with their new Com¬ 
munist allies and Union Now 
affiliations to destroy the inde¬ 
pendence of the American Re¬ 
public, many of their members 
would not be eligible for mem¬ 
bership in America First. >

Hit By Clark 

Planned Aid To Reds 
Attacked In Brooklyn 


Outbreak of hostilities between 
Germany and Russia provides an 
additional reason why the United 
States should stay out of the war, 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark of 
Missouri declared June 24 at a 
rally sponsored by the Brooklyn 
chapter, A.F.C. The rally, held 
at the Knights of Columbus club¬ 
house in Brooklyn, was attended 
by more than 3,000. 

Senator Clark scored “aid to 
Russia” and cited the terrors of 
the Communist regime to dis¬ 
prove the contention of interven¬ 
tionists that the Soviet regime 
was worthy of our help. 

“What profit is it to a God¬ 
fearing people to gain dominion 
over the earth in union with 
Communism and lose our souls?” 
he asked. “Why should Ameri¬ 
can money—made by the toil 
and sweat of our taxpayers—be 
poured out to protect Russia?” 

The Missouri Senator said that

and lasting and beautiful peace 
which Britain and America would 
bring to the world when Britain 
won. But this dream has crashed 
like a house of cards as Stalin 
becomes the chief figure in the 
war on Hitler. 

Leaders in Washington report 
to America First officials that 
the Russian incident has pro¬ 
foundly shaken the whole war 
block in Congress. Senators and 
Congressmen are deeply stirred 
at having to face their constitu¬ 
ents now as pals of Stalin. 

“Ridiculous Talk” 

John T. Flynn, New York 
Chairman of the America First 
Committee, said: “Just about the 
most ridiculous talk we h ave 
heard in a long time is the talk 
about Britain and America aid¬ 
ing Stalin. Britain can’t help 
herself and is yelling for help 
from America. America cannot 
get to Britain the aid she needs. 
In fact Russia has armies twice 
as large as the armies of Britain 
and America combined. They 
have far more equipment. They 
are trained, are in the field and 
they are right on the continent 
where they can fight. The plain 
truth is that, while Britain is 
nibbling at the French coast and 
fiddling around in Africa and 
Syria with a few thousand men,

In going to war to save Russia, 
the American people would 
shackle themselves with a dic¬ 
tatorship and financial burdens 
that would have to be borne by 
generations. 

O’Brien Attacks Communism 

Dr. John A. O’Brien, of the 
University of Notre Dame, said 
the “propaganda that the United 
States must enter the war to save 
democracy and Christianity” re¬ 
ceived its death-blow when de¬ 
velopments brought Russia into 
the war on the side of Great 
Britain. 


“In duplicity and cruelty Stalin 
equals Hitler, and he surpasses 
him in his hatred of Christian¬ 
ity, of our system of private own¬ 
ership and in our democratic 
way of life,” Dr. O’Brien said. 

“In asking the American peo¬ 
ple to turn our weapons against 
brave little Finland, the one 
country which has honored its 
obligations to America, to main¬ 
tain on his bloody throne the 
worst butcher of Christians in 
the world, Prime Minister 
Churchill does violence to the 
feelings of our people. 

“The American people can’t be 
driven by propaganda, trickery 
or deceit into fighting to main¬ 
tain the Christ-hating Stalin in 
his tyranny over 180,000,000 en¬ 
slaved people.” 

Pastor Sees Absurdity 
The Rev. Dr. Gideon Olson, 
pastor of the Bethlehem Luth¬ 
eran Church, said it would be 
absurd for America to “make the 
world safe for Communism” and 
to “aid a nation whose policy 
during centuries has been the 
oppression of all people under its 
sway.”

Of 9,436 replies received, 8,495 
—or 90%—were against going to 
war with only 941 in favor of it. I 


The United States can remain 
out of a foreign war as long as 
the American people wish to keep 
out, Mrs. Bennett Champ Clark, 
wife of the Democratic Senator 
from Missouri, declared June 19 
at Poughkeepsie. 

Mrs. Clark spoke at a rally 
sponsored by the Poughkeepsie 
chapter of the America First 
Committee, which also heard 
Senator David I. Walsh of 
Massachusetts and Representa¬ 
tive Hamilton Fish of New York. 

“The Office of Production 
Management has estimated that 
it will cost the United States 
forty billion dollars per year to 
beat Hitler,” Mrs. Clark said. 
“At least, that was the estimate 
made a month ago. That sum 
has been ‘jacked up’ to one 
hundred billion dollars in two 
years, as of today. 

“Some years ago, the so-called 
‘Economic Royalists,’ some of 
whom now are beating their 
breasts for war, said that three 
billion dollars a year for recov¬ 
ery would absolutely prostrate 
the country—would ruin busi¬ 
ness—would wreck the whole 
works. 


Interest Charge Forever 

“Today, we have a national 
debt of forty-eight billion dollars 
which, added to this hundred 
billion dollars, will cost us in in¬ 
terest four billion dollars per 
year forever. It will cost every 
family in the United States $150 
per year just to pay that inter¬ 
est.” 

The one great fear of the 
fathers and mothers of America 
is that “their blood and treas¬ 
ure must be lost in the endless, 
eternal wars of Europe,” Mrs 
Clark said. 


Archbishop Of Dubuque Envisions Ruin

Russia faces Germany with mil¬ 
lions. 

“In other words, it is Russia 
which is now fighting—fighting 
her own war—and instead of 
Russia fighting on our side, we 
are asked now to come in on her 
side. I do not believe the Amer¬ 
ican people are ever going to 
send a single American boy to 
fight Russia’s battles. This never 
was our war. It is less our war 
now than ever.” 

America First feels stronger 
than ever now and there was an 
immediate step up in new mem¬ 
berships in New York City and 
the chapters affiliated with it. 

Clark Comments 

Senator Bennett Clark, speak¬ 
ing in Brooklyn, asked: “Is it not 
in order now for Roosevelt to 
pardon Earl Browder and invite 
him to the White House for a 
conference?

Senator Ame Murdock of Utah: 
“This conflict is a most emphatic 
indication that our high morals 
just couldn’t fit into the Euro¬ 
pean situation.” 

Senator Robert M. LaFollette 
of Wisconsin: “Now the Ameri¬ 
can people will be told to forget 
the purges in Russia by the 
OGPU, the confiscation of prop¬ 
erty, the persecution of religion, 
the invasion of Finland, and the 
vulture role Stalin played in seiz¬ 
ing half of prostrate Poland, all 
of Latvia, Estonia and Lithu¬ 
ania. These will be made to seem 
the acts of a ’democracy’ prepar¬ 
ing to fight Nazism.” 

Norman Thomas: “We, whose 
concern has been to keep Amer¬ 
ica out of war in order to make 
our own democracy work and 
whose interest is in peace and 
not in Stalin, see in the tangled 
course of events new reason for 
maintaining the fight to keep 
America out of war.” 


Miss Rankin Tells 
Women To Protest 

Representative Jeanette Ran¬ 
kin of Montana, an ardent non¬ 
interventionist and speaker at 
many America First rallies 
throughout the country, is now 
carrying on a spirited crusade to 
awaken American mothers to the 
dangers they and their sons face 
if the country becomes involved 
in another foreign war.

REPRESENTATIVE JOHN M. 
VORYS of Ohio: “The boys in 
the training camps, including 
the officers, are for keeping out 
of the wars in Europe, Africa 
and Asia. I know from personal 
observation and from those who 
have been touring the camps. I 
have a letter from a Colonel in 
the regular army who substan¬ 
tiates the contention that regu¬ 
lar army officers are strongly op¬ 
posed to getting into foreign 
wars, while, of course everybody 
is for defending America. Boys 
in training camps have told me, 
“Keep out of this,” and many of¬ 
ficers have thanked me for my 
efforts in restoring peace.” 


The REV. FRANCIS J. L. 
BECKMAN, Archbishop of 
Dubuque: “The continuation of 
this senseless war truly means 
the end of our civilization, with 
complete moral, spiritual and 
material collapse at the end of 
the long road.” 


REPRESENTATIVE DANIEL 
A. REED of New York: “Can one 
forget what war means, when 
you have seen boys with their 
eyelids eaten away, the mem¬ 
brane of their lungs gone, 
tongues swollen, their young 
bodies racked with pain, and 
destined to live for only a short 
time on oxygen gas? 

“Must our young men again be 
called upon to go 3,000 miles to 
sacrifice their lives for the 
sordid plots and intrigues of inept 
leaders, foreign war lords and 
profiteers? Is the American 
youth to be led to slaughter by 
the paid propaganda of those 
who would barter blood for 
financial profit or for those who 
see in such a course a path to 
greater personal and political 
power?” 


MRS. BENNETT CHAMP 
CLARK: “The main arguments 
for going into the war 
abroad have been disposed of. 
Invasion, that dreadful fear 
which several months ago was 
actually set forth as a possibility, 
has dissolved into thin air. 
There isn’t any military or naval 
authority whatever who gives it 
breathing space today. The fear 
of losing our foreign trade has 
been taken care of by Mr. 
Bernard Baruch, who said that 
it would be Germany, not the 
United States, which would be 
on the spot;” 

DR. JOHN A. O’BRIEN of the 
University of Notre Dame: “I beg 
of you, Mr. President, listen to 
that venerable prelate, the dean 
of the hierarchy of the Church 
in America, when he pleads: 
‘There is no doubt in my mind 
that the American people desire 
a cessation of this ‘stupid and 
brutal war and I may add that 
no one can doubt their desire to 
keep out of the conflict’.” 

SENATOR GERALD P. NYE: 

“Magnificent has been the way 
in which the Americans have 
stood up against the blitzkrieg 
of expression that was obviously 
intended to lead America all the 
way to war.

On The Peace Front 

Prospects for keeping out of war will be much brighter in 
1942 if the United States can remain at peace for the remain¬ 
der of this year. Representative Thomas D’Alesandro, Jr., 
of Maryland, explains why this is so. 

“If they don’t get us into the war this year, there is not a 
chance next year, as it is an election year for all House mem¬ 
bers and they will not vote for a war declaration near elec¬ 
tion time,” he says. “If there were a declaration of war be¬ 
fore Congress today I don’t believe they could muster up 
more than 52 votes for war. I don’t believe Administration 
pressure upon Democratic members will prove very effective 
on this issue. I feel that no one can win this war, that it will 
prove a stalemate and that the President thinks so, too. I 
will never vote to put us into a foreign war.” 


The Second Corps Area, which includes New York City 
and environs, is the center of most of the “let’s go to war” 
fever in this country. Yet this area is the only one in the 
country below its quota for volunteers as army pilots. The 
New York interventionists are strong for war—if somebody 
else does the fighting. 


Qualified military experts continue to warn that the United 
States Army is not yet properly equipped to fight a modern 
war. Major-General Lesley J. McNair, chief of staff of Army 
General Headquarters, said this week after watching 
maneuvers of the 2nd Army in Tennessee that “no division 
is well enough equipped and trained to take the field now.”

“We do not believe that American labor will ever suffer in 
comparison with the slave wage-scale labor of the old world,” 
Mr. Atwell said. “American labor has consisently competed 
with the poorest paid workers of Europe and the Orient, and 
American products have always been in demand in the 
world’s markets. We earnestly advise organized labor to 
think twice before allowing a small minority to plunge them 
into war which may well destroy all the gains organized labor 
has so justly earned. 

“We appeal also to the veterans of the United States to 
come to the front and save American boys from dying in Eu¬ 
rope, Asia and Africa. If the United States is ever really 
threatened by invasion, the three million veterans of the 
World War will gladly lay down their lives to protect these 
shores. But there is a vast difference between protecting that 
which is rightfully yours and journeying three thousand miles 
to pull somebody else’s chestnuts out of the fire.” 


It is most important for the cause of peace that members 
continue during the Summer months to write the President, 
Senators and Congressmen, and to encourage others to do so. 

If you spend your vacation away from home, send at least 
two picture postcards weekly to your legislators in Washing¬ 
ton with a brief message against foreign wars.
